But to none was the calamity 60 
painful, and upon none were its traces so con- 
tipucas and marked, as his immediate family 
and intimate personal friends. The nation 
put on the garb ef mourning, to be worn off by 
time or effaced by the rapid succession of great 
national evenis ; but the hearts of his family 
were pierced, dceply and eternally.

THE WHISKY FRAUDS. 
We feel authorized to say that the Sec- 


| Tetary of the Treasury, in his efforts to break 


up the fraudulent practices of the Whisky 
Ring, and in his determination t prosecute 
and punish to the full extent of the law all 
those found guilty, especially the officers of 
the revenue, will have the cordial approval 
and unlimited support of President Grant. 
Any guilty person who puts any hope of es- 
cape from legal prosecution upon the Presi- 
dent 's interference with the execution of the 
law by the Secretary of the Treasury, is 
certain to be disappointed. There will be ne 
such interference, no matter how strongly it 
may be urged by persons who, in ordinary 
political matters, are regarded as friends of 
the Administration. 

There is at this time a remarkable struggle 
among the manufacturers and dealers in 
spirits. These are divided into two classes: 
the honest and the dishonest. The dishon- 
est are just now in trouble; an honest and 
vigilant Secretary of the Treasury, sustained 
by an honest and vigilant Attorney-General, 
proposes to administer the Revenue laws in 
the interest of the Government, and not in 
the interest of a few dishonest revenue off 
cers. Taxes are levied for public revenue, 
and not for the benefit of Coliectors, Store- 
keepers, Gaugers, rectifiers, and distillers ;

‘The 
question of city taxation in Chicago at 
this time, and for some years to come, in- 
cludes the otherwise greater questions wheth- 
er or not the present property-owners cau 
hold their property, whether foreign capital 
shall or shall not continue to seek investment 
in Chicago, and whether the commercial and 
property interests of the city shall thrive or 
go backward. Eyery property-holder and 
honest tax-payer in Chicago feels the full im- 
portance of this matter in the bearings which 
we have indicated. 

We desire to make an earnest appeal to the 
Common Council on behalf of the property- 
owners to view the matter in the same 
light they view #. There is nothing to be 
gained by disguising the fact that a great 
proportion of Chicago property-owners are 
groaning and staggering under the weight of 
large mortgages, high rates of insurance, and 
excessive taxation. This is true not only of 
that large class who have bought property 
for speculative purposes and are carrying it 
at high prices to tide over the shrinkage inci- 
dent to the panic; it is also true of the men 
who have long owned their property, and im- 
proved it at great cost after the fire of 1871. 
There is a class of improved property im cer- 
tain locations, such as Wabash avenue from 
Monroe street south to Sixteenth, and parts 
of Fifth avenue, which drags along with 
scarcely enough income to pay the insurance 
and taxes, without counting the interest on 
the incumbrances it carries. ‘There is other 
unimproved property on the best streets in 
the city, where the buildings could be readily 
rented at good prices, which remains unimi 
proved because its owners cannot incur the 
high insurance and increased taxation, in ad- 
dition te the interest on the investment, 
which improvements would necessitate. All 
these conditions, unfortunate as they 
are, must be looked squarely in the 
face. The business of Chicago is growing 
steadily and largely with every year. There 
is no trouble in this regard. But it is not yet 
grown up to the enlarged business district. 
We have yet to make ourselves wholé on the 
losses of the great fire and the shrinkage of 
the panic. There are yet many men who 
must be given a fair opportunity to recoup, 
or they must gp to the wall. There 
is not a single property- owner in the 
city who does not feel that he 
is paying more taxes‘than he can afford to. 
Many have been forced to tax-fighting who 
would not otherwise have resorted to it, and 
many others have permitted their property to 
be sold for taxes, with the diamal prospect of 
redeeming it at some future day at increased 
expense, 

The Common Council must contemplate 
these things and give ear to the lament of the 
tax-payers. If necessary, our public improve- 
ments must come to a standstill fora time;

The citizens who have entered into the 
crusade against the repeaters and ballot-box 
stuffers in the effort to have the so-called 
election of Black Friday” declared illegal 
and void, have not been dismayed by the 
combined efforts of the City Government, a 
majority of the law-officers, and the services 
of those legal gentlemen who achieved the 
unenviable distinction of advising a violation 
of a temporary injanction of the Circuit 
Court. Their counsel have now covered the 
whole ground, and prepared to contest the 
issue at every point. They have filed bills in 
both the Cirouit and County Courts, in addi- 
tion to the gue udunto proceedings in the 
Criminal Court. If there is any force to the 
Election law, every means has been taken to 
establish it. 

The Courts will be inclined te give every 
latitude to the parties who have sacrificed 
their private time and business to expose and 
combat the professional ballot-box stuffers. 
If a tithe of the alleged irregularities and 
frands can be demonstrated in court, the im- 
portance of the issue involved will lead the 
Courts to set the so-called election aside. 
The whole question of the honesty of the 
elections, the integrity of the ballot, and 
even the right of suffrage, is involved in this 
issue. If it shall be proven in court, as we 
believe it will be, that the Election law wae 
openly and purposely disregarded, and that 
the violation of its egsential provisions opened 
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the way for the illegal votes which gave a 


nominal majority for the charter, the Cow ts 
will be compelled to set aside the result of the 
fraudulent vote. Not to do so would be to 
give the sanction of the Oourts to illegal 
election's for all future time. The Election 
law would be a dead letter on the statute- 
books, and might as well be blotted out. 
There will be no effort in the future to hold 
elections in compliance with the law if this 
charter-election be permitted to stand. No 
penalty will attach to the violation of the 
law, and there will be no restraint upon those 
whose interest it is to lord opportunities 
for repeating and stuffing the ballot-boxes. 
To sustain this election, after proof of the 
violation of the law and the frauds conse- 
quent upon this violation, will be te give 
notice that elections hereafter will depend 
upon the energy and expertness of ballot-box 
stuffing, and that honest mem may hereafter 
regard themselves as practically disfranchised. 
These considerations ought not and cannot 
fail to exert an influenee upon the action of 
the Courts in the construction of the cass 
now before them. 


We suggest that, in view of the alarming 
reports which are coming from all quarters 
west of us of the swarming of the locusts

Some scientists re- 
garded it as a gastric fever, while others thought 
u waa of a falarial type. Both suppositions 
were erroneous. This fever had been very 
widely spread some years ago, and was first de- 
scribed by William Butler—in the year 1872. 
Languor, yellownees of the skin, end a slight 
fever, which idcreased as evening came ou, wore 
the general symptoms ot the disease. As the 
fever advanced, dry pulse, prostration, and 
emaciation, became marked traits of the malady. 
This was often accompanied by organic and in- 
testinal irritation. The lips and nose were fre- 
queutly affected. The fever generally attacked 
children from 8 to 7 years of age, while the 
typhoid type chiefly attacked those from 7 to 11 
years old. A large number of typhoid cases 
were observed in children between 10 and 11 
years of age. Great care should be used in 
dieting the patients, as iajudicious food often 
caused a relapse. Remitient fever was 
generallly more alarming than fatal in results.
